Boston. January 18.—Millions of spin- 
dies in the cotton mills of the Ivnited 
States will be idle Gme-quarter of the 
time from today until market condi- 
tions improve, if’ a recommendation 
made this afternoon by the Arkwright 
Club is accepted generally. 

Millions of Spindles Represented. 

The Arkwright Club is an organiza- 
tion of the treasurers of mills in Mas- 
sachusetts, New Hampshire and Maine, 
many of which have their head offices 
in Boston, and represent more n ten 
million of spindles. Of the 28,000,000 
spindles in the United States, 15,600,- 
000 are in New. England. 

The attendance at the 
the largest in years. Several tele- 
@rams from mill owners in Georgia, 
North Carolina and South aCrolina 
were read. telling of the arrangements 
being made to curtail the output. 

The cotton mills of the country cur- 
tailed extensively last year because of 
the high cost of cotton and an indiffer- 
ent demand for goods, and the same 
reasons are given by the Boston treas- 
urers for their action today. 

Text of Resolution. 

The resolution by 
today follows: 

“Whereas curtailment of production 
already exists in New England mills to 
the extent of 10 to 25 per cent in many 
eases, and a continuatiori of the in- 
crease of such curtailment is advisable 
and considered to be inevitable.

uperintendent of Confed- 
erate Soldiers’ Home by 
Unanimous Vote---Capt. W. J. 
Hudson His Successor. 


Following charges of violating one 
of the established rules of the insti-, 
tution that violence shall not be used 
in handling inmates, Captain A. W. 
Force, superintendent of the Confed- 
erate Soldiers’ home was dismissed’ by 
the board of trustees at the regular 
meeting held Wednesday. 

Captain Force has been superintend- 
ent of the home for two years and 
while it true that his second term 
had expired, the refusal of the board 
to re-elect him tacitly amounted to a 
dismissal. 

Captain W. J. Hudson, of Marietta, 
formerly acaptain inthe Seventh Geor- 
gia regiment, and a soldier of great 
distinction during the war between 
the states, was elected by the board 
to succeed Superintendent Force, and 
he will take up his duties at once. 

Following his attack on M. C. Few, 
an inmate of the Soldiers’ home, Su- 
perintendent Force was suspended on 
December 24, pending a final censider- 
ation of the case by the board. After 
mature consideration at the meeting 
Wednesday, it was decided that in his 
attack on Mr. Few, the superintend- 
ent had violated the strict rule of the 
board against the use of violence to- 
ward any inmate of the home, and he 
was removed from § his position by 
unanimous vote of the board. 

The alleged attack on Mr. Few was

Two democratic senators, Martin H. 
Curley and Martin J. Murray, left 
their party to vote for Mr. Lodge, but 
their support was not necessary. Rep- 
resentative James H. MclInerny, an- 
other democrat, was in the chamber, 
but did not vote. He did not care to 
oppose Senator Lodge on account of 
personal friendship. 

For nearly two years the senior sen- 
ator of Massachusetts has been as- 
sailed by republican insurgents. and 
the democratic party. The attack re- 
ceived very little attention until Con- 
gressman Butler Ames, republican, 
came out in the open and threw down 
the gauntlet. Even then Mr. Lodge 
remained silent. In the fall campaign 
of 1909 the insurgency in the repub- 
lican ranks became a recognized fact. 
Still the Lodge leaders refused to ac- 
cept the situation as at all serious, 
and it was not until late last spring, 
when the democrats joined in the at- 
tack, that the situation was regarded 
as “dangerous.” 

Lodge Had to Get Busy. 

Senator Lodge gave up his accus- 
tomed summer trip to Europe and 
opened headquarters in this city. The 
fall campaign was a hard fought one, 
in which Mr» Lodge, Governor Draper 
and the republican party were forced 
to bear the storm of democratic dis- 
approval.

Mis Schenk Collapses, and 
Judge Is Forced to Sus- 
pend the Uriah 


CRIED: “FOR GOO'S SAKE 
GET A SHORT RECESS" 


During the Day Mrs. Schenk 
Wept Constantly, and Late 
in Afternoon Collapsed Com- 
pletely---Nothing of Startling 
Nature Brought Out in Evi- 
dence. 


Wheeling, W. Va., January 18.—Mrs. 
Laura Farnsworth Schenk collapsed to- 
day under the ordeal of the trial in 
which she is charged with administer- 
ing poison to her wealthy husband, 
John Schenk. An hour before the usual 
time for adjournment she had to be 
led to her room in the jail, unable to 
withstand the strain. Court took a re- 


cess and the trial was temporarily sus- 


pended. 

Nothing of a startling nature was 
brought out in court today, only phy- 
sicians being examined. Mrs. Schenk 
had not been looking as well as on 
previous days of the court sessions, 
and suddenly, toward the closing hour, 
she leaned over to Frank O’Brien, one 
of her attorneys, and asked him to get 
her a glass of water. 

“For God's Sake,” Cried Woman. 

She gulped it down and, after a mo- 
ment, she said to another attorney: 
“For God's sake, get a few minutes’ 
recess.” 

The request was granted, and 
Schenk was taken to the county 
where she became violently ill, 
showed symptoms of fainting.

interval: between her return and the 
adjournment of court for tke <lay. On 
two occasions during the afternoon she 
wept, and her handkerchief was kept 
almost constantly to her eyes 

When asked as to the illness of Mrs. 
Schenk, J. P. O’Brien, chief counsel for 
the defense, said: 

“The gttack was nothing serious. The 
court room was simply stuffy, the wom- 
an was annoyed by the constant stare 
day after day of hundreds of curious, 
and she became ill through the strain. 


She is not worrying about the outcome, | 


and will be all right tomorrow” 

Mrs. Schenk, herself, would not dis- 
cuss her sudden illness. 

Women Barred in Interest of Morals. 

Hundreds of curious women were 
sorely disappointed at the announce- 
ment of Judge L. S.*’Jordan that he 
deemed it best, for the moral interests 
of the community, that women should 
be excluded from the trial, and that 
hereafter none should be admitted to 
the court room. The orders were car- 
ried out this afternoon, and, aside from 
Mrs. Schenk, there was at no time a 
womafi in the court room. 

Attorney O’Brien announced tonight, 
just before adjournment, that every 
physician in the Wheeling district 
would be summoned by the defense. Dr. 
J. W. Myers declared on the stand 
Tuesday that he had sold lead sathen 
to Mrs. Schenk, and that she had told 
him, on the night she is alleged to have 
attempted to bribe the detective-nurse, 
that she had secured two ounces of 
Fowler's solution of arsenic from an- 
other source. It is the purpose of the 
defense in summoning more than one 
hundred doctors to show none sold poi- 
son to Mrs. Schenk. 

Defense Apparently Scores, 

The defense apparently scored for the 
first time since Dr. Hupp. was on the 
stand carly last week. Through per- 
sistent questioning of many physicians 
summoned by the state, it was brought 
out that Schenk was attended by many 
physicians, and that many drugs had 
been prescribéd. The drugs included 
bichloride of mercury, a¥senic and sev- 
eral others, and, while given in small 
doses, through skillful cross-quéstion- 
ing, it was shown that some patients 
are more susceptible to their action 
than others, and that lead poisoning 
may result from absorption as well as 
by taking directly into the stomach. 

The day was practically given over 
to the testimony of the medical experts 
sum imoned by the state. Though the de- 
fense secured admissions that other 
potsons had been given in’small quan- 
tities as medicine, the state established 
one important point. Every physician 
who has been connected with the case 
and was called to the stand stated, in 
answer to’ the hypothetical question 
containing the symptoms exhibited by 
Schenk thus far, that Schenk’s condi- 
tion showed plainly that two poisons 
were in his system—lead and arsenic.

It has been stated that Councilmen 
Aldine Chambers and Steve R. John- 
ston, two indefatigabie workers in be- 
half of an increased salary for the 
teachers of Atlanta, have unearthed a 
source from which at least $30,000 
could be derived for an increase in the 
salaries of the teachers of the public 
schools of Atlanta. 

From Uncoliected Bills. 

It was stated that this $30,000 was 
to come from uncollected bills against 
property owners .for street and sewer 
improvements, that the bills are now 
outstanding and may be collected 
without hitch or delay. And that. 
since thay are outstanding and may 
be collected, they may be applied to 
giving the increase of $66,000 which is 
requested by the teachers, 

Now the council has already granted 
an inerease of $22,000 in the salaries of 
the teachers. Councilman Chambers 
states that he has $14,000 in sight to 
be taken from other appropriations 
made by the finance committee, and 
these sums, added to the $30,000 said 
to have been discovered would bring 
the sum right up to the scratch, or, 
to be more exact. up to "$66,000.

Councilman Chambers states it s to 
be taken from the fund collected from 
property owners who still owe the city 
for «treet and sewer improvement. 

Mayor Winn says “Not so.”

AFTER LANDING ON SHIP 
ELY FLIES BACK 10 SHORE 


Aviator Flew From Aviation 
Field to Warship Pennsylva- 
nia, Which Was Out at Sea. 
The Deck of the Cruiser Had 
Been Prepared for Ely--- No 
Mishap Marred Feat. 


San Francisco, Cal. January 18-— 
Eugene B. Ely today flew 13 miles in 
a Curtiss racing biplane, made a suc- 
cessful landing on the cruiser Penn- 
svivania and an hour later rose from 
the cruiser and flew back to Selfridge 
field, 12 miles south of San Francisco, 

The feat was accomplished without 
mishap. Not a wire or bolt of the 
delicate mechanicism was tnjured and 
the seeming ease of the whole per- 
formance lessened the spectacular ef- 
fort. 

“Easy Enough,” Said Ely. 

‘It was easy enough,” said Ely as 
he stepped from his seat and was 
seized by the soldiers of the Thirtieth 
infantry and hoisteg on their should- 
ers. “I think the trick could be suc- 
cessfully turned nine times out of 
ten.” 

Ely's flight was a feature of the 
program of the aviation meet which 
progress here.

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TEACHERS IN PHILIPPINES 


PAID DOUBLE OVER ATLANTA 


In striking contrast to the salaries 
paid Atlanta teachers are the salaries 
offered by the national government for 
teachers, male and female, who are 
given positions in the schools of the 
Philippine Islands. 

It may be very true that teaching 
schoo! in the Philippines is a very dif- 
ferent proposition from teaching school 
in the states, but at the same time, a 
school teacher is a school teacher the 
world over, and since money “talks,” 
or is supposed to, it is interesting at 
this particular time to note the dif- 
ference in salaries paid by the national 
government and by the city of At- 
lanta. 

The bureau of insular affairs at 
Washington has just issued 4 circular 
announcing that from March 8-11, ©x- 
aminations will be held in the prin- 
cipal cities of the United States for 
teachers to take position in the schools 
of the Philippines. 


It ie also interesting to note that 
to begin with the government offers 
salaries ranging from $900 to $1,200, 
with transportation to Manliia and pro- 
motion to $2,000. 


The maximum salary paid grade 
teachers in the schools of Atlanta is 
$68.25 per month, while the minimum 
ia $52.50. Somewhat less than the 
amount paid for the same service by 
the national government, is it not? 


While the examination for service in 
the Philippines applies largely to men, 
women will be admitted to the exam- 
ination if they are the wives, imme- 
diate relatives or flancees of men ex- 
amined for teacher or assistant or 
appointed or already employed im the 
Philippine service ag teacher, or those 
who have had special experience in 
the teaching of domestic science and 
home economy, or have had training 
in these subjects.

Remodeling of State’s 


Finances is Proposed. 


Governor-Elect Proposes In- 
crease of Borrowing Power, 
Earlier Payment of Corpora- 
tion Taxes, and Inauguration 
January 1. 


In a statement given out yesterday, 
Governor-elect Hoke Smith suggests a 
number of changes in present state 
laws relating particularly to the state's 
system of finances, his proposal that 
governor and state house officers be 
inaugurated January 1, and the pro- 
posed change in the date of the state 
election so as to make it coincide with 
the congressional and presidential 
elections in Novermler. 
| All of these suggestions have been 
previously discussed by the governor- 
elect, but he has now combined them 
into one sg’ iatement, to which he asks 
the attention of the public, and espe- 
clally of the members of the legisla- 
ture. | “4 

Mr. Smith’s Statement. 

Governor-elect Smith’s statement 

follows in full: 


“Tl wish to ask consideration by the 
public, and especially by the legisla- 
tors, of measures which may come be- 
fore the legislature next summer. 

“My desire is to obtain that criticism 
which will aid in securing wise ac- 
tion. 

“There are other measures especially 
pertaining to rural schools and agri- 
cultural progress which I will submit 
later on. 

“I ask for co-operation free from 
partisan blas that we may accomplish 
the greatest possible service for the 
people of the state. 

“The present system of managing 
the finances of the state can be im- 
proved and provision should be made 
by which every appropriation, and es- 
pecially those for ‘teachers’ salaries, 
will be promptly met. I suggest the 
following plan: 


* Plan Is Outlined. 


“1. Increase the borrowing power of 
the governor, or those to whom the 
borrowing power is intrusted, to $500,- 
000 each year, the money to be bor- 
rowed for a limited time and paid back 
ury from the collection of taxes to 
pay it back. 

“2? Advance the time for the pay- 
ment of taxes by railroads and public 
service companies to September 1. 

‘In support of these two suggestions 
I wish to call attention to the fact 
that our taxes now are payable De- 
cember 20. 

“Appropriations are 
year depending to a considerable ex- 
tent for their payment upon the ad 
valorem taxes due December 20. °* 

“The current income of the state, 
outside of the ad valorem taxes, will 
not meet current expenses other than 
the appropriations to pensions, schools 
and payment of interest on the public 
debt. 

“The state has a surplus with which 
it begins the year of over $2,000,000. 
This will meet the amount due to pen- 
sions, the appropriations to schools 
and the interest om the public debt, 
until about August l. 

“Krom that time on the funds of tae 
state are short and ft is impossible 10 
meet the appropriations to the pubtic 
schools. 

“The annual borrowing power of the 
state was limited by the constitution 
of 1877 to $200,000. The volume of 
husiness done by the state, that is to 
gay. its revenue and its appropriations, 
was very much less in 1877 than it is 
now.

carried out. The loans should be made 
for only a short period of time, to be 
repaid as soon as the money comes 
in from ad. valorem taxes. — 

“Railroads and public service com- 
panies make their returns to the comp- 
troller general and pay their taxes di- 
rectlv to the state treasurer. The 
money which they pay for taxes is ime- 
mediately available, as it is not re- 
quired to go through the hands a 
local tax collector before reaching the 
State treasurer. — 

“These companies 
$750,000 a year taxes. 

“December 20 has been made the 
time for payment of taxes generally 
because so large a number of our tax- 
payers are farmers, and they depend 
upon their fall crops for cash with 
which to meet their taxes. 

“This reason’ does not apply to rail- 
roads and public service companies, 
One period of the year would suit them 
for payment about as well as any other 
period. 

“Ry advancing the time for payment 
of taxes on the part of these compa- 
noes to about Septen cr 1. the state 
would receive their taxes three months 
earlier than it is now collected, and it 
would come at a time when the state 
especially needs the money. 


Vo Make It Worth While. 


“T do not think it would he a hard- 
ship upon these companies to advance 
Pithe period of payment for their taxes 
to September 1, and I do not believe 
thev would object to such a change, 
but if it is thought such an advance 
would be ai discrimination against 
them. as other taxpayers are not re- 
quired to pay their taxes until Decem- 
ber 20. then a discount of 1 per cent 
might be allowed for the earlier pay- 
ment. 

“With $750,000 or more patd imto the 
treasury by the railroads and public 
service companies on September 1, and 
with a temporary borrowing power of 
$500,000 given to the state, and with 
appropriations properly guarded = so 
that they will not exceed the revenue 
of the state, there should be no diffi- 
cultv in future to meet every liability 
of the state promptly, and we will no 
longer have the inexcusable practice 
of employing school teachers and not 
promptly paying their salaries.

Cordele, Ga., January 18.—(Special.) 
Today in Cordele has seemed some- 
thing on the order of a quiet after a 
storm, following the conclusion last 
night of the long and tedious trial of 
ex-Sheriff W. B. Lyens, of Wayne 
county, and his son, Archie, who were 
charged with the murder of M. Flem- 
ing Smith, a druggist, Jesup, in De- 
cember, 1908, 

On account of the prominence of the 
participants in the tragedy, and the 
great number of interested friends and 
witnesses in attendance upon the trial, 
together with the crowd of spectators 
who watched with interest the prog- 
ress of each of its eight days’ dura- 
tion it will be remembered in this sec- 
tion not only for the fact of its being 
one of the most noted murder trials im 
south Georgia, but for the fact that 
it will go down as one of the most 
largely attended, both in numbers of 
people and interest, in the history .ofr 
Crisp county. 

At the time the jury retired to make 
their verdict. the big audience, as 
well asthe lawyers, dispersed, thinking 


at 


that the jury would be out some time, 
but in about one hour and a half from 
the time they entered the room, a ver- 
dict was agreed upon, and the officers 
and lawyers were sent for to re- 
ceive it. 

When t 
was received, only a few of 
friends were present. as they had 
heard the news, but ina short time the 
news spread, and they were given an 
ovation by their many friends, 
have been true to them through all of 
their trouble. 

Upon being interviewed today, both 
W. B. and Archie Lyens were protruse 
in their thanks to the court, jury and 
the people of Cordele for the fair trial 
and consideration they had received, 
and expressed their intention to com- 
mence immediately to make plans to 
make Cordele their future home.

Trees Destroying Sewers. 

Savannah. Ga., January 18.—(Spe- 
oial.)—Center parks in the streets of 
Albany are causing discussion among 
members of the various municipal gov- 
erning bodies. 

There are many citizens who hold 
that these center parks add greatly to 
the beauty of the city. and should be 
maintained and improved, no matter 
what trouble and expense they may 
cause. But some of the city officials 
offer Some very serious objections to 
them, and it is even proposed that they 
be done away with entirely. In some 
cases this has already been done, 
notably on Tift and Commerce streets. 

The most serious objection is the ef- 
fect trees planted in center parks have 
on sanitary sewers. Roots of trees seek- 
ing moisture find their way through 
the tinfest crevices in the sewers. As 
they grow they force the crevices 
wider, and eventually a mass of tan- 
gied. roots stops the sewer entirely, 
and it must be dug up and cleaned out. 
The sanitary department has had very 
much trouble from this cause of late, 
and in his recent annual report Sani- 
tary Inspector J. R. deGraffenreid 
recommended that on Residence and 
Broad streets, the only streets now 
having center parks, either the trees 
be cut down or the sewers removed.

| THE SALARY -OF THE SCHOOL TEACHERS. 

The city council will this afternoon have an opportunity to 
re-open consideration of the question of the just salary increases 
asked by the school teachers of Atlanta. 

Admittedly, its members are confronted by a difficult task. 
We have simply reached the culmination of a problem of which 
salary increases for teachers is but one emergent phase—the prob- 
lem of making an inadequate municipal income meet mounting and 
urgent expenditures. bs. 

There is nothing to be gained by longer evading the issue. It 
is now, and has been for some time, apparent in numerous direc- 
tions, in important improvements postponed or skimped, in patch- 
work, compromise and “kiting” from one apportionment sheet to 
another, and from one department to another. 

But the question of placing the compensation of the public 
school teachers upon a decent living basis is paramount, and does 
not admit of further postponement or delay. 

Council is not to be blamed. It has done the best it can with 
the small means at its disposal. 

But the cause of the teachers is so eminently just, it touches so 

vitally the reputation and welfare of the city, that it demands the 
utmost business ability and public spirit of which council is capa- 
ble. : 
Two- months ago The Constitution published a copy of a letter 
dated nearly forty years ago, from B. C.-Mallon, then superintend- 
ent of schools for Atlanta, in which he officially notified a school 
teacher that she had been employed for service in the schools at a 
salary of $60 a month. 

We strongly commented upon the fact that salaries now paid 
the teachers, almost four decades since, were upon a stale lower 
than the scale applying in the seventies. 

What the teachers ask now, and what they have a right to 
ask, is that salaries simply be placed upon a basis commensurate 
with that obtaining forty years ago. 

It is for the wisdom of the city council to find the way. 

In every other municipal department salaries have been in- 
creased. In spite of mounting demands from other directions, there 
has always been money available for this purpose. 

The school teachers present the sole exception, and this in face 
ot the fact that the requirements upon them ‘have almost doubled 
in forty years, and that they, in common with other city employees, 
have had to combat an extreme and uniform increase in the cost of 
living. 

Their very numbers have previously militated against a fair 
readjustment of this condition. No one denies that the increases 


they ask are- just. Everyone is willing that the increases be 
granted. The sole question is—how? 

If scrupulous investigation should show that the increases can- 
not in some manner be authorized by the present income of the city, 
then The Constitution is in favor of a special educational tax levy 

The apportionment sheet, as it stands, provides $22,000 extra 
to be applied to teachers’ salaries. That leaves a little more than 
$40,000 to be raised to secure the increases for which the teachers 
are contending. 

This is not to take into account the additional $30,000 said to 
have been unearthed since the last regular council meeting. In any 
event, a special tax levy covering the deficit would rest impercepti- 
bly upon the individual citizen. ‘Considering that the present tax 
rate is among the lowest of any American municipality of Atlanta’s 
wealth and population, there is no doubt that the people of Atlanta 
would approve such a special levy, if the money can be found no 
other way. 

The one way to find out is to put up to them in an election the 

question of an extra tax levy. 
_ Proper compensation for teachers. is an issue touching every 
home in the city. The taxpayers have a right to pass upon it. We 
believe they will pass affirmatively upon a special levy, if no other 
solution can be found. 

By whatever means, the men and womén teaching in Atlanta's 
schools must be paid living salaries. City council has an oppor- 
tunity this afternoon to start-the bal! rolling in the right direction. 
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THE BALTIMOR “QEMOCRATIC CONFERENCE 


More for the opening era that it celebrated than for any senti- 
ments expressed around the board the democratic banquet and 
conference at Baltimore are likely to ge down into history. 

The fortgathering of democrats of prominence from every 
part of the cpuntry marked the party’s formal acknowledgment of 
the first bona fide opportunity it has had at American government 
in many years; but the utterances attributed to various members 
of the party indicate no moresprogress toward a definite program 
than has been exhibited since the election returns of last November 
told the tale of the repudiation of the republican party. 

Two leading themes dominated the oratory: . First, that di- 
vergencies in policies must be expected among democrats in similar 
degree that divergencies have been exhibited between republicans: 
second, as remarked trenchantly by Champ Clark, neglected pledges 
were responsible for the downfall of the republican party, and that 
the democracy must guard against defeat at the same source. 

There.is a clear-cut connection between these two keynotes. 
Divergencies between republicans were what led up to failure to 
fulfill pledges given to the people, which, in turn, precipitated the 
party’s downfall. 

It is, therefore, obvious that unless differences within the or- 
ganization are reconciled before the party assumes power next win- 
ter, it stands a poor prospect of perpetuatjng its lease of power. 

No sane man expects there will be unanimity of opinion within 
any political organization. But the point is, that antagonistic views 
must be fought out, not on the floors of congress, but ‘in caucus, 
so that when the party assumes charge of the legislative mill it 
will present a cohesive front to the enemy and the country. 

It will be remembered that it was this splendid ability of the 
republicans to thresh out divergencies and get together in congress 
that enabled that party to hold so long the reins of government. 
I. was only when antagonisms cropped out in open rebellion on

That is the one way for the party to avoid the pitfall-of vio- 
lated pledges into which the republicans precipitated *themselves.

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GENUINE ORATORY NOT DECLINING. 


Commenting upon the declaration of Governor Foss, of Mas- 
sachusetts, that that state “is tired of oratory,’ The Indianapolis 
News analyzes at length the status in this country of that much- 
debated factor in public life, and concludes that while genuine ora- 
tory may not be declining, our conception of it is undergoing a rad- 
ical change. 

The statement is absolutely true, requiring only a superficial 
study of the public ytterances of today for verification. 

The News expresses the situation accurately when it says 
that— 

Logical utterance {gs taking the place of verbal and vocal gymnastics. It 
is becoming more than ever necessary for a speaker to have something to say 


when he makes a speech, and the result is that the discussion of public affairs 
is becoming more lucid—to-the advantage of both those who discuss them 


publicly and those who listen to such discussions, 

Thomas B. Reed, in defining eloquence, also supplied a defini- 
tion of true oratory that is not susceptible to improvement. “Elo- 
quence,” he said, with characteristic terseness, “1s logic on fire.” 

The sort of eloquence, or oratory, with which American public 
life has been most conspicuously afflicted may be described as rhet- 
oric, rather than logic, on fire. 

Today people pay about as much attention to what a speaker 
is. what he stands for, as to what he says. The old, rippling sopho- 
moric school that elaborated on kaleidoscopic sunsets, and that tore 
passions and metaphors to tatters, is losing vogue. On rare patriotic 
cecasions people love to hear the eagle scream. But the man who 
is flowery and nothing else is more likely to get a reputation for 
using words to conceal lack of thought or capacity for it. : 

The evolution of the newspaper, and its present influence, 1s 
probably more responsible for our changed standards than any other 
one factor. In oratory, as in every other phase of public life, people 
are demanding less “sound and fury” and more meat and mustard. 

The change is wholesome and likely to be increasingly manifest.

OVER 300 PRISONERS. 
PASSED UPON BY BOARD 


Board of Parcle Concludes 
Heavy Session Today and 
Ladow Returns. 


Having completed the work of its 
first regular session, the parole board 
of the local federal prison will adjourn 
this morning, and Robert V. Ladow, 
parole officer of the federal prisons of 
the country, chairman of the board, 
will leave at 11 o’clock for Washington 
City. During the present session the 
board considered between 140 and 150 
applications for parole, slightly more 
than were taken up at thé former 
meeting. 

The session of the parole board 
which is just closing is the second 
held at the local institution within the 
past three months. During the two 
meetings more than 300 applications 
for parole have been considered. How 
many were favorably reported is un- 
known, but only 8 of the 150-odd men 
who made application at the former 
meeting have so far been released. 

All prisoners who have served ag 
much as one-third of their sentence 
and have made perfect records in be- 
havior are, under the parole law enact- 
ed by congress last year, eligible to 
make application for parole. At the 
meeting which fs just closing here, al: 
prisoners who will have served one- 
(third of their sentence by April 5 were 
allowed to make application.

The Chamberlin - Johnson - DuBose

Wholesalers Farther Ont.

This 
however, has proven to be a mistake, 
for during the past month a gang of 
workmen have been busy grading the 
tract. Engineers have located beds for 
spur tracks, which will form a net- 
work over the entire 11 acres, and 
within a short time everything will 
be in readiness for the erection of 
buildings. Mr. Smith isn’t co 
cative just at this time as t6 what 
he has “up his sleeve,” but he stil) 
holds to his assertion that he’s going 
to make the 11 acres hold one of the 
biggest wholesale districts in the 
south. 

South Pryor Coming, Too. : 

But Whitehall, with all its advan- 
tages for both wholesale and” retail 
business, is not without a rival and 
one well worth: considering at that. 
Pryor street is making strides for- 
ward fully as fast as any other thor- 
oughfare in the city, and unless the 
opinion of many of the city’s best 
posted real estate men goes (for 
nought, is destined to become one of 
the city’s busiest streets. 

Here, however, the retail trade will 
cut comparatively a small figure, it is 
said. The-.location of the street makes 
it an ideal one for wholésale houses 
and it is with these that the knowing 
ones expect to see the street filled. The 
Pendleton building, now occupied en- 
tirely by the E. L.. Rhodes Company, 
and the Thrower building, at the cor- 
ner of Pryor and Mitchell, for space 
in which there are a score of appll- 
cants, according to report, are both as 
modern wholesale buildings as the city 
can boast, and are thought to be typi- 
cal of those which are destined to 
soon make .this section of South Pryor 
one of the city’s busiest.

«SAMPLE COPIES” 
CAUSE TRUE BILL 


Federal Grand Jury In- 
dicts Semi-Weekly. 


Officials of That Paper Are 
Charged With Sending Out 
Special Issues With Insuffi- 
cient Postage---The Journal’s 
Statement of the Case. 


The grand jury of the United States 
court yesterday returned an indictment 
against The Atlanta Journal Company, 
James R. Gray, president, and John D. 
Simmons, C. B. Babb and V. P. Harper, 
employees, charging conspiraey to de- 
fraud the government in mailing out a 
larger number of “sample coples” of 
The Semi-Weekly Journal than is al- 
lowed by law. 

Newspapers are carried through the 
mails at the rate of one cent per 
pound, and at this rate each paper is 
permitted to send out 10 per cent of 
its subscription list in “sample copies” 
—that is, to non-subscribers who may 
or may not be induced to substribe. If 
any sample copies are sent out in 
excess of the 10 per cent specified, the 
rate on such excess is 4 cents per 
pound. 


The indictment charges that the com- 
pany, with the knowledge of the offi- 


clals and employees named, 
out sample copies in excess 
the amount allowed by law, 
one cent per pound on the 
excess, and sought to cover it up in 
their records by putting the persons to 
whom they were sent on the regular 
subscription list and a few days later 
marking them “discontinued.” 

The total amount involved is said 
to be only $700. Only The Semi-Weekly 
Journal is involved in the charges. 


Summary of the Charges. 


The following is a, summary of the 
charges in the indictment: 

“First. That on October 8, 1908, The 
Atlanta Journal, James R. Gray, et al., 
et al., turned aver to the Atlanta post- 
office for delivery and transmission 
55,000 copies of the ‘Semi-Weekly Jour- 
nal,” addressed to parties unknown, 
bearing the date October 9, 1908. 

“Second. That C. B. Babb, on October 
9, 1908, did enter in the circulation rec- 
ord of The Atlanta Journal, ‘Received’ 
55,198, thereby jndicating that that 
number of subscriptions for The Semi- 
Weekly Journal had been received. 

“Third, That on October 13, 1908, C. 
B. Babb did enter in the Girculation 
record under the ‘discontinued’ column 
49,986, thereby indicating that sub- 
scriptions to that number had been 
discontinued. 

“Fourth. That on November 6, 1908, 
The Atlanta Journal, et al., et al.,,did 
deposit for transmission and distribu- 
tion 36,000 copies of the ‘Semi-Weekiv 
Journal’ bearing the date of November 
6, 1908. 

“Fifth. That on November 6, 1908, C. 
B. Babb did enter in. the circulation 
record under the column ‘received’ 32,- 
273, indicating subscriptions received. 

“Sixth. That on November 10, C. B. 
Babb did enter in the circulation rec- 
ord under the column marked ‘discon- 
tinued’ 26,604, indicating number of 
subscriptions discontinued. 

“Seventh. That on November 26, 
1908, The Atlanta Journal! et al.. et al., 
did deposit for transmission and deliv- 
ery 36,000 copies of the ‘Semi-Weekly 
+ pei bearing the date of November

“Kighth. That on November 27, 1908, 
C. B. Babb did enter in the circulation 
record under the ‘received’ column 36, - 
184, indicating the number of subscrip- 
tions received. 

“Ninth. That on November 30. 1998, 
C. B. Babb did enter tn the circulation 
record under the ‘discontinued’ column 
35,118. Indicating the number Of sub- 
ecriptions discontinued.” 


The Journal's Statement. 


In connection with the charges in the 
indictment, The Journal makes the fol- 
lowing statement: 


“Because The Semi-Weekly Journal 
continued a practice which had been 
recognized for more than a genera- 
tion, and did so moreover with the full 
knowledge and consent of the post- 
master of the Atlanta office and the 
superintendent and all other officials 
and employees of that office supposed 
to be cognizant of the immediate de- 
tail, Editor: and General Manager 
James R. Gray; Circulation Manager 
John D. Simmons and Carl B. Babb. 
who was in charge of The Semi- 
Weekly Journal’s mailing list and 
helped to get out that publication at 
the time—these three gentlenien have 
been indicted by the United States 
grand jury in Atlanta, and will later be 
given the opportunity to present their 
side of the charge against them— 
‘conspiring to defraud the government 
of postage dués.’ 

“The indictments, returned. Wednes- 
day afternoon, relate in nowise to The 
Atlanta Joctrnal, either daily or Sun- 
day issues, btt to The Semi-Weekly 
alone, 


Inaicted Without Hearing. 


“The indictments were returned 
without the grand jury hearing from 
any one of the three gentlemen in- 
dicted, or from any other witnesses 
in the case than a ledy stenographer 
for The Daily Jcurnal circulation do- 
partment, and P. Randolph, the 
manager of The Semi-Weekly, ‘who

“The account was 
The Semi-Weekly Journal demurring 
about the payment of it, however. The 
statement was made then, in writing 
to the postoffice authorities, that if it 
could be shown where the amount was 
due, The Semi-Weekly Journal would 
pay it. No such demonstration of the 
validity of the claim has ever been 
furnished. The government has pur- 
sued the more direct method of get- 
ting a grand jury to indict three men 
and thereby collect the dun. 

“The government, it is said, based 
its claim of $700 due on the difference 
between 1 cent a pound and 4 cents a 
pound, representing that the latter 
rate should have been paid on all The 
Semi-Weekly Journals sent out 
through the mails in excess of per 
cent more than the registered sub- 
scription list. 

Long-Established Practice. 

“In former years, The Semi-Weekly 
Journal, in common with all other 
weekly publications in the country, 
made a practice of sending out special 
issues usually published once every 
four weeks to non-subscribers as sam- 
ple copies, These sample copies were 
sent out to aS many non-subscribers 
as the paper had subscribers. Adver- 
tisers and all who were interested 
were notified in advance, and the 
wider circulation and publicity so at-

“In January, 1908, the postoffire de- 
partment issued an order that there- 
after no weekly could send out more | 
papers as sample copies than 10 per, 
cent over and above its subscription , 
at the rate of 1 cent a pound.

“The Semi-Weekly Journal was not’! 
advised of the order until after the | 
second quarter of 1908.

This varies in price from 25 to 
49 cents a yard, and can be found in 
any color. For a very young girl. a 
perfectly exquisite scarf can be made 
by sewing ruches of tulle in lines upon 
a Shirred tulle scarf, faced with chiffon 
and laid over a foundation of satin. The 
making of these fashionable and won- 
derfully lovely scarfs is so easy that 
anybody can do the work without hav- 
ing any skill with the needle, since 
the stitches never show and the sew- 
ing is all done in straight lines. 

All sorts of scarfs are in favor, 
among them Egyptian scarfs, which 
have been fashionable for two years. 
They are woven in France and sent to 
Egypt to have the glittering bits of 
metal put on in real thyeroglyphic 
style. They average $20 apiece, and 
marabou and chiffon scarfs from $3.50 
to $6.50 and upward.
